The reasons for Atty, 0. A.. 


Stolen's refusal to prosecute are 
set forth in a letter written Sat- 
urday to Judge Hoppmann. The 
letter in part, follows: 


October 8, 1921. 


Hon. A. C. Hoppmann, 


Madison, Wis. 


Dear Sir:— 
I have considered the ques- 


tion whether it would be tegal 
and proper for you to appoint me 
to 
prosecute 
the 
Lemberger 


cases, and also 
the question 


whether I s'nculd accept such 
appointment if it could be leg- 
ally and properly made. 
Both 


propositions are free from doubt 
and must be answered in the 
negative. 


Our supreme court has held 


that the district attorney "is an 
officer of the state, . . . to see 
that the criminal laws of the 
state are honestly and imparti- 
ally administered, unprejudiced 
by any motive of private gain, 
and holding a position analog- 
ous to that of the judge who 
presides at the trial." 


My 
investigation 
into 
the 


death of Annie Lembcrger had 
not progressed far when I was 
convinced that Mr. Johnson was 
innocent, and equally convinced 
that another person was guilty. 
As the evidence continued to ac- 
cumulate my conviction on both 
points ripened into a moral cer- 
tainty. 


When I consider the fact that 


I signed the complaint; and es- 
pecially when I know that the 
conviction of Lemberger means 
the liberation of Johnson, it be- 
comes apparent how great my 
interest is in securing a convic- 
tion, and how impossible 
it 


would be for me to qualify as an 
impartial, unprejudiced public 
prosecutor. 


I am not conscious of any 


feeling of ill will against Mr. 
Lemberger; he should be pun- 
ished only after 
having been 


prosecuted by an unprejudiced 
prosecutor 
and 
after 
having 


been found guilty by an impar- 
tial jury of his peers; but I am 
conscious of the most intense 
feeling for Mr. Johnson and his 
family. After having labored to 
secure the pardon of one man 
whom I believe innocent I do 
not want to do anything that 
might arouse the suspicion that 
because of too much zeal or be- 
cause of a too firm a belief in 
tho guilt of Mr. Lemberger I be- 
came instrumental in securing 
tho conviction of another inno- 
cent man. 


In conclusion, let me say.to 


you, Judge, that of the many 
assurances of appreciation and 
confidence that have come to me 
in connection with the Johnson 
case none is more highly appre- 
ciated or will be longer remem- 
bered than that implied in your 
willingness to tender me 
the 


appointment if the law would 
permit.

The Importance of education In 


tho solution of our agricultural ec- 
onomic problems was tho subject 
of tho addres* by Henry C. Wallace. 
United States Secretary of Agricul- 
ture, to more than 700 students and 
towns-people in the agricultural 
nudltoriiw yesterday afternoon. 


"Tho time has come when we must 


five more nttention to the economics 
of agriculture,' declared Mr. Wal- 
lace. "We have got to bring about. 
• •condition whereby the opportuni- 
ties in the country are as good as 
those in tho city or our agriculture 
will break down." 


Explains Depression 


Mr. Wallace explained that the 


present economic depression was due 
to a sweep of the economic forces 
that we hare not as yet learned to 
understand. Some of these forces 
are the increased agricultural pro- 
duction during the war; the sudden 
drop in demand when peace was 
declared; the deflation of prices of 
fp.rm products 
as 
compared with 


other commodities; and the lack of 
adequate credit for the farmer. 


"In planning the agricultural pol- 


icy 
of the future, other factors 


must b« considered," continued the 
Secretary. "The development of the 
agricultural resources of the na- 
tions to the south will open new 
fields for cultivation. 
Brazil,. Ar- 


gentina, and other South American 
republics are as yet comparatively 
undeveloped." 


Work of Department 


Mr. Wallace outlined tho work 


of tho United States Department 
of Agriculture. Its scope was three- 
fold; he maintained, consisting in 
research work, extension work by 
disseminating agricultural informa- 
tion to the people, and regulatory 
powers 
such as meat inspection, 


grain standardization 
and 
other 


regulatory functions. 


Tho speaker was Introduced by 


H. L. Russell, Dean of the college 
sE agriculture. Heads of the vari- 
ous agricultural department! sat on 
tli? platform. 


Mr. Wallace spent most of the 


morning inspecting tho forest prod- 
da laboratory. Ho praised the work 
af tha institution, very highly. 
In 


the afternoon, he visited various ag- 
ricultural buildings. 


"I look upon Wisconsin almost as 


my Alma Mater," declared the Sec- 
rotary, "and it was only by the 
persuasion of James Wilson, who 
later became Secretary of Agricul- 
ture, that I chose to attend Ames." 


Secretory Wallace spoke before a 


representative audience of 250 Madi- 
son business and professional men 
at a luncheon given in his honor 
by the Kiwanis club and the Associ- 
ation of Commerce yesterday noon.

URVEYING current opinions as reflected in the leading news- 
papers and magazines, and in the speech of men who are do- 


ing somt thinking regarding the problem of human progress, 
we find three views. 


One is represented by James M. Beck, solicitor general of 


the United States. Mr. Beck sighs for the good old days of long 
ago. 
The burden of his song is like that of Jeremiah of old: 


"Seek ye the old paths and wxlk therein and ye shall find peace 


to your soul." 


Then there will be a proper "reverence for authority," and 


i\o mutterings of revolution by the underdogs. And cubist art, 
and free verse will be banished from the face of the earth. 


We must suppress the turbulent spirit of college youth 


ivhlch is saying with Omar: 


"Oh Love could you and I conspire, 


* 
To grasp this sorry scheme of things entire 
Would we not smash'it into bits and then, 
Rebuild it nearer to our heart's desire?" 
* * • 


The second view conies from young men dissolusioned by 


the war and made cynical by the diet of war lies on which they 
were fed for four years. We see some of these views reflected 
by writers for The Freeman from time to time. "Eat, drink and 
be merry for tomorrow we die," they seem to say. They re 
member that It was the old men (all beyond draft age) who 
plunged Germany, then Russia, then France and then America 
Into the war. And all with solemn professions of deep relig- 
ious convictions, and devotion to the spirit of the sermon on the 
mount. 


So the youth who did the fighting, and suffered hell in the 


1rench.es, are Inclined to question the wisdom of age, and to chal- 
lenge the good advice of the Becks. They resent the philosophy 
of those who sought to make the world safe for democracy by 
suppressing all public opinion which they could not poison, who 
destroyed newspapers, who encouraged mob rule, who tarred and 
feathered and imprisoned Christian ministers for being too liter- 
ally Christian, and who deported labor advocates. 


* * * 


A third view was well expressed by Dr. Haydon at the Uni- 


tarian church last Sunday in his discourse on "The appeal of 
modern religion." Dr. Haydon sees "captains of industry" and 
men of science touched with a passion for humanity as never 
before. They are resolved that the social, economic and politi- 
cal affairs of the world shall be ruled by intelligence. They are 
aroused to subdue present-day evils, to conquer disease, to cure 
crime, and to harness all the resources of the earth for the serv- 
ice of man. 


The same idea was expressed by Rev. J. Sherman Wallace 


of the First Baptist Church In an article in The Capital Times 
of last Saturday. He said that present-day religion is not first 
of all an effort to build a fire escape for the future. 
"It is a con- 


•clous consecration of the soul to service." 


The supreme desire of a truly religious man is not to get to 


heaven, or to get others to heaven, but to realize the laws of 
heaven in his own soul, and to bring the conditions of heaven to 
ethers." 


Mr. Wallace represented the churches of Madison as seek- 


ing the co-operation of ,all who desire, "a larger, fuller, richer, 
and better life for the people of our city, and of the whole 
world."
